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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-36 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art taken 
either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the limitations of the 
independent claim(s), in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be 
proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed features as presented in 
claim(s) 1-36, wherein the claimed invention comprises a vehicle information display assembly, 
comprising: a light source positioned behind a transreflective reflector and a controller 
configured to generated alight source control signal as a function of light rays originating from 
the light source and light rays reflected by the reflector; and ranges of brightness are disjoint, 
represent separate portions of a wider continuous range, overlap, and a subset of the other; a light 
source for emitting light of a first color, a second color, and a third color; a substantially 
transparent electrically conductive layer has a thickness that is equal to an odd integer times the 
desired wavelength of light at which said substantially transparent electrically conductive layer is 
to be optimized divided by four, as claimed.
